Mr. Calhoun Speaks ot 
What He Saw. 


- 


Cuba Being Rendered Worthless 
by Internecine Strile. 


Difficult to Get at the Exact 
Situation There. 


No Direct Evidence of an Assault 
on Dr. Ruiz—Appeal to the People 
of This Country in Behalf of the 
Starving—The Cabinet. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, June 7.—William J. 
Calhoun, sent to Cuba as special com- 
missioner to investigate the cause of 
the death in prison of Dr. Ruiz, an 
American citizen, reached this city on 
his return today, accompanied by 
George W. Fishback, his secretary, and 
Charles M. Pepper, a Washington news- 
paper correspondent who went to Cuba 
with the commission. Ramon O. Wil- 
liams, formerly United States Consul- 
General to Cuba, came on the same 
steamer. Calhoun said that the com- 
mission held three sittings between 
p-May 20 and June 1 at Havana, Regulus 


Guanabacoa. The papers exam- 
ed in the cases were chiefly military 
-ords. The final report will be made 
Washington by Gen. Lee. 

n a brief interview as to his mission 
Calhoun said: “We had no positive or 
direct proof of any assault whatever, 
and the conclusion arrived at must be 
based on the detailed evidence in the 
report of Consul-General Lee, which is 
now on the way to Washington. I my- 
self will make no report, and prefer not 
to say anything as to my idea of the 
affair until the report is made public 
by the proper authorities at Washing- 
ton. I shail go to Washington tomor- 
row morning.” 


Mr. Calhoun said that he had been 
treated courteously in Cuba by all with 
whom he came in contact. In a later 
interview he said: 

“The island of Cuba is rapidly being 
devastated by a relentless, cruel and 
bitter civil war, so that in a short time 
it will not be worth anything to any 
one. It is difficult te get at the exact 
sit ion there. In the first place there 
is a Severe consorship of the press, and 
those who are naturally friendly to 
Cubans hardly dare express their views 
and opinions. 

“Furthermore, the adherents of both 
sides are exceedingly intense. They 
tell their stories just as they want you 
to believe them. From the Spanish 
point of view, the island is practically 
pacified, and from that of the Cubans 
the insurgents never were in such ex- 
cellent shape as they are now.”’ 

“Did you go to the interior of the isl- 
and?” was asked. 

“Yes, 1 went from Havana to Matan- 
zas. While both Are on the seacoast 
still to go from one point to the other 
by rail takes you through a large part 
of the interior country. I also made 
several short trips from Havana in 
other directions.’”’ 

, “What is the condition of the coun- 

“It seems to be entirely depopulated, 
and there are no signs of any buildings 
standing except at the railroad sta- 
tions. These, by the way, are prac- 
tically forts. I was generally informed 
that the same condition of affairs ex- 
ists throughout the Cuban island from 
Havana to Pinar del Rio, except in the 
extreme eastern end. There is where 
the Cubans get their supplies and their 
cattle. They control that section. It 
was that portion of the island which 
held out ten years in the last war. 

“Cuba is undoubtedly a magnificent 
country. It is rich and beautiful, and 
the soil responds bountifully to the 
seed. While I am not called upon to 
make any formal report to the Presi- 
dent, because I acted merely as a coun- 
sel to Gen. Lee in the Ruiz case, still I 
may be asked to tell Mr. McKinley and 
the Secretary of State of the things 
which I have seen and heard on my 
brief trip to the island of Cuba. In this 
event I will readily do so.” 

Mr. Williams was asked what were 
his opinions of the political condition 
of affairs in Cuba. He replied: “They 
are just as I predicted in my reports of 
a quarter of a century ago. Spain 
will have to make concessions the 
same as England did to her colonies. 
The Cubans must be allowed to make 
their own laws and have entire con- 


trol of the expenditures of their 
finances.” 
TO AMERICAN MOTHERS. 


A Pitiful Appeal from the Starving 
of Matanzas, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, June 7.—A Herald spe- 
cial from Havana says that a strong 
appeal on behalf of the starving and 
dying reconcentrados in Matanzas who 
excited pity in the hearts of Gen. Lee 
and Mr. Calhoun has been made to the 
people of the United States. 

Since the United States government 
has begun measures for the relief of its 
citizens in Matanzas, the.. desperate 
plight of the Cuban _ reconcentrados 
there has resulted in a petition, signed 
by a hundred of them, in which they 
beg in the name of common humanity 
that they be included in the charity. 
The petition is headed: “‘An appeal to 
the United States.” It is now on its 
way to Washington. The principal part 
follows: 

“First and foremost, let it be said 
that in unhappy Cuba we can do noth- 
ing to help our suffering countrymen. 
The pacificos that have huddled in our 
city would be looked upon as traitors 
for so doing, and as such we would be 
summarily dealt with. We must not 
feel for them; we must be blind and 
deaf to their sufferings ahd do nothing 
that can in any way interfere with 
Weyler’s policy of extermination. 

“We have to witness day after day 
scenes of horror which no language 
can describe, and yet no voice can be 
lifted to protest against them. -To 
Spain we cannot apply for succor. She 
is well acquainted with the present 
condition of affairs in Cuba, and so far 
not a farthing has come td us from 
her, and yet we have sent her our 
money freely whenever the Spanish 
people have been in want or distress. 

“Upward of ten thousand of the vic- 


tims of this savage eystem of warfare 
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CRUEL WAR. 


have been crowded into Matanzas with- 
out providing for their most natural 
wants, and after they have been com- 
pelled to abandon all they had in the 
world, they are to be seen in crowds, 
from 8 o’clock in the day until late at 
night, imploring charity. 

“In any other country, this state of 
affairs would have brought on disturb- 
ances and riots; yet our people, suffer- 
ing as they are, have not done any- 
thing that could in any way disturb 
order. Can there be a better illustra- 
tion of a peaceful disposition? 

“Tender, loving mothers of America, 
to you in particular we appeal in our 
humane undertaking. Send us _ the 
‘mighty aid of your motherly codvpera- 
tion: enlist in our crusade against 
crime and barbarity, and the blessings 
of thousands will rise to heaven as a 
fit hymn in your preise. Think that 
at your very doors there are mothers 
who love as dearly as you love, and 
who day after day see their little ones 
perish in the streets out of sheer hun- 
ger, and in most cases Without a piece 
of rag to cover their nakedness. 

“As for us, we cannot do our work 
openly. We have to beg for food for 
the hungry and clothing for the naked, 
concealing ourselves and our names as 
if we were doing something wrong, and 
we therefore suggest that if any re- 
lief is to come, it should be entrusted 
to the American consuls for distribu- 
tion, and we would also suggest that 
the sending of help in the way of pro- 
visions or clothing has its inconveni- 
ences, and it might give the officials 
an opportunity to interfere and thwart 
the object in view.

AN UNQUALIFIED APPROVAL. 

WASHINGTON, June /7.—Secretary 
Sherman last evening received the fol- 
lowing cablegram from United States 
Minister Taylor at Madrid: “The 
Queen Regent has expressed unqualified 
approval of the present Cuban policy 
by reappointing Canovas. The minis- 
try is unchanged, as that was the only 
question really involved. 


ASSURANCES FROM WASHINGTON. 


MADRID, June 7.—The Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, the Duke of Tetuan, 
has received a dispatch from Washing- 
ton which announces that President 
McKinley had given assurances of 
sympathy with Spain. 

LEF’S PROBABLE SUCCESSOR. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Ex-Con- 
gressman J. Frank Aldrich of Chicago 
is in the city. His purpose in visiting 
Washington at this time is to consult 
with Specal Commissioner Calhoun re- 
specting affairs in the island of Cuba. 
While Mr. Aldrich declines to commit 
himself in any way, it is believed by 
hs friends that he had been selected 
by President McKinley for the office 
of Consul-General to Cuba, and that 
he wil! relieve Gen. Lee before long. 

AN ENORMOUS SENSATION. 

NEW YORK, June 7.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Madrid says: 

“The solution of the Cabinet crisis 
has caused an enomous sensation here. 
Premier Canovas keeps the same Cabi- 
net ministers, and he also retains Wey- 
ler in office. An impression prevails 
that Weyler will be recalled at a very 
early date. ‘The general opinion in 
court circles here is that Canovas re- 
mains in power becauge he alone sup- 
ports Gov.-Gen. Weyler, to whom a 
brief opportunity will be accorded to 
give effect to his promise to pacify the 
two eastern provinces of Cuba in a 
short time. 

“Ine Queen Regent made every ef- 
fort to arrive at otber conclusions, but 
failed. Before Canovas was returned 
to power on Sunday, she called all the 
leading Senators and Deputies to con- 
sultation in regard to affairs in Cuba. 
They joined with the marshals of the 
army in declaring that Weyler should 
at once be recalled and some one, prob- 
ably Gen. Campos, sent out to pacify 
the island and forestall any action on 
the part of the United States govern- 
ment.” 

THREE FRIENDS IN LUCK. 

JACKSONVILLE (Fla.,) June 7.—In 
the United States court Judge Lock to- 
day handed down @ decision in the case 
of the steamer Three Friends, charged 
with violating the neutrality laws by 
carrying a filibustering expedition to 
Cuba and also as an armed vessel, dis- 
missing the libel for forfeiture. 

In giving the decision Judge Lock 
said: ‘Careful examination in this case 
fails to find any testimony showing 
that the vessel was fitted out and 
armed within the limits of the United 
States. It shows that the _ vessel 
touched there for a short time, but it 
does not show that it did anything that 
is in violation of the neutrality laws of 
this country.” 

Three other cases are pending against 
the vessel, but they are likely to be dis- 
missed, as the evidence is much the 
same as in the present case. 


ROASTED LIKE Pies. 


Horrible Fate of Twenty-five Monks 
in the Philippines. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) June 7.— 
Further interviews with officers of the 
steamer Hupeh, now in port, elicit the 
fact that the twenty-five Catholic 
monks were roasted by the rebels in the 
Philippine Islands and not by Spanish 
troops, as previously reported. The in- 
formation was furnished by a promi- 
nent resident of Ilo Ilo, in the group 
of islands, and corroborated by a for- 
eign Consul. 

In consequence of cruelties practiced 
by the Spanish troops on the rebels, or 
those suspected of being in sympathy 
with the rebel cause, the rebels in re- 
venge perpetrated acts of cruelty on the 
helpless monks who came in their 
clutches. The customary mode of 
roasting sucking pigs in the island is 
by thrusting a bamboo through the pig 
and then fastening it on an iron and 
then roasting it over a slow fire. This 
was done to the monks, the bamboo 
being thrust through them while alive. 

Previous to the voyage to this port the 
Hupeh made a trip from Hongkong to 
Ilo Lllo, and it was just previous to this 
voyage that the act reported occurred 
‘near Manila. 


FOUGHT WITH INSURGENTS, 


Exciting Experience of a Milwaukee 
Youth Now Under Arrest, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRKE.} 

CHICAGO, June 7.—Eugene B. Pur- 
telle of Milwaukee, who passed through 
Chicago yesterday in charge of Deitect- 
ive Wallerman of Milwaukee, has led 
an exciting life in his attempts to 
avoid arrest since last fall. According 
to the story of the police the fugitive 
had been in Cuba, enlisted in the insur- 
gent army, and was captured by Span- 
ish detectives while he was carrying 
ditpatches of the rebel camp to the 
junta. He told the Spanish authorities 
a plausible story and, being an Ameri- 
can citizen, he was released after a 
short imprisonment in Moro Castle.

And Then His Fellow-ministers 
Cheer Most Lustily. 


Brother Brown of Overman 
Notoriety Welcomed. 


The Former Pastor of the First 
Congregational Church at the 
Bay City is Good Enough for 
Chicago—Prosecution Denounced, 


{BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 


CHICAGO, June 7.—([Special Dis- 
patch.] “If I wanted to goto hell for 
trial, I would go to San Francisco.” 

The foregoing declaration was made 
by Rev. George R. Wallace, formerly 
pastor of the First Congregational 
Church of Portland, Or., at a meeting 
of the Chicago Association of Congre- 
gational churches today, and his fellow- 
ministers cheered heartily. 

The question of admitting Rev. C. O. 
Brown, formerly pastor of the First 
Congregational Church, into full fel- 
lowship with the Chicago Association of 
the Congregational Church was being 
discussed when the sensational declara- 
tion was made. There wasa lively 
meeting of ministers, and Rev. Wal- 
lace’s hard fight for his former preacher 
colleague on the Coast helped to win the 
day for Dr. Brown. The vote to ad- 
mit"the latter was taken on a roll call 
and resulted 94 for to 25 against. This 
action was taken in the face of the pro- 
test of the Bay Conference of San 
Francisco, which suspended Brown one 
year ago. 

There was no discussion over the in- 
nocence or guilt of Dr. Brown. Those 
who favored harmony declared the Chi- 
cago association could not afford to 
slap a sister organization in the face, 
and also that Dr. Brown's influence for 
good would be seriously hampered so 
long as he stood before the church asa 
suspended minister, but a large majJor- 
ity believed him to have been a victim 
of conspiracy. 

Rev. E. A. Adams of Bethel Home 
Church moved that Dr. Brown be re- 
ceived. He denounced the San Fran- 
cisco press in vigorous language, and 
made a strong appeal for the deposed 
minister. :

A RAILROAD FIGHT. 


Union Pacific Rushing Freight Busi- 
ness Weat of Ogden. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

OMAHA, June 7.—That the Union 
Pacific Railway is energetically fighting 
the new western combinations of rail- 
roads, including lines between here and 
Denver, the Denver and Rio Crande, 
the Rio Grande Western and the C're- 
gon Short line, is evidenced by the 
manner in which freight trains are be- 
ing rushed through to the West. Since 
June 1, when the Oregon gateway to 
the northwest territory was thrown 
open to other roads, the freight traffic 
department has been exerting itself on 
fast service. Freight trains are being 
rushed from Council Bluffs to Ogden 
in time nearly as fast as that of pas- 
senger train No. 3 (the fast mail.) 

Nearly every train that went west 
on the Union Pacific last week ran to 
Ogden in considerably less than ferty 
hours. Thirty-four hours was the time 
for a half-dozen freight trains, but the 
banner run was announced this morn- 
ing. The freight train that left Council 
Bluffs late Saturday arrived in Ogien 
early this morning, covering the 1035 
miles in thirty-three hours and forty- 
one minutes. 

The west-bound freight time has been 
shortened up to catch the haul on per- 
ishable freight from Missouri River 
points. It is announced that the east- 
bound traffic will be looked after in a 
similar manner within a few days. It 
is planned to'cut the time on the east- 
bound freight trains carrying Califor- 
nia fruit and other perishable goods 
down to thirty-three hours. The 
Southern Pacific, it is announced, is 
also preparing to shorten its freight 
schedule in order to give fast service 
from the Coast. 


FOR NEW YORK’S POOR. 


Two Hundred and Fifty Thousand 
Dollars of Foreign Charity.

NEW YORK, June 7:.—Meyer S. 
Isaac, President of the Baron 
de Hirsch fund, has received a 
draft for $250,000, the first in- 
stallment of the $1,000,000 given by 
the Baroness de Hirsch for the benefit 
of the poor of this city. Nothing has as 
yet been decided by the trustees of the 
Hirsch fund as to the manner in which 
this million will be used. 

Mr. Isaac says the money will be 
used to improve the conditions of the 
poor in New York in any way which 
experience should dictate. The work 
now being done with the funds given 
will be extended, and an effort made to 
better the condition of the tenement- 
house dwellers.

Republicans to Alter the 
Sugar Schedule, 


Dillerences of Opinion Which 
Cannot Be Ignored, 


Senate Cauens Called to Agree 
on Some Action. 


Other Articles also Subject te 
Change of Rates—Senator Quay 
Will Move to Strike Out the 
Duty on Tea.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Chairman 
Allison of the Republican Senatorial 
caucus decided today to call the caucus 
together tomorrow at 10 o'clock. The 
meeting has been under contemplation 
for several days, owing to the fact that 
there are various articles on which it 
has been found desirable to have the 
party in the Senate agree in its assem- 
bled capacity, and the calling of the 
caucus was precipitated by the fact 
that the sugar schedule had been prace 
tically reached in its order, and it be-

the party should take upon this ques- 
tion. 

There has been very pronounced ope 
position among many Republican Sen-~ 
ators to the schedule as prepared by 
the Senate Committee on Finance, some 
of them going so far as to declare they 
would not vote for it uniess altered. 
Some of these Senators declare they 
will not obey even the behest of the 
caucus, in case it declares for the Fi- 
nance Committee's schedule. The Fi- 
nance Committee admits this state of 
affairs, and also admits that a change 
will be made which will make the 


| schedule acceptable to the entire party 


in the Senate. There are various schede 
ules as to what change will be made, 
but the matter is as yet in such chaotic 
shape as to render it impossible for 
even the Republican leaders to state 
what may be done. 

Senator Aldrich is expected to be 
present at the caucus. He is convales- 
cent and his friends say he will be 
abe to attend tomorrow's meeting. It 
is probable that the-eaucus would not 
be held in his absence. There are vari- 
ous questions which will be taken up 
in the caucus if the sugar question 
does not occupy the entire time. These 
include the tea duty, the agitation for 
an increase on wool, the beer tax, the 
proposition to tax bank checks, deeds 
etc., the hide duty, the lead-ore rates, 
etc. The indications now are very 
strong that beer and tea will both go 
out of the bill. 

This is practically decided upon by 
the committee, unless they are found 
to be absolutely necessary for revenue. 
It is also quite certain that there will 
be an increase in the woolen duty. The 
supporters of the hide duty and of the 
Senate rate on lead ore express confi-e 
dence that these’ will remain un- 
touched. 

Senator Nelson’s anti-trust amend- 
ment will also be brought to the atten. 
tion of the caucus if opportunity offers, 
SENATOR QUAY'S AMENDMENT. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Senator 
Quay gave notice today of several 
amendments he proposed to offer to the 
Tariff Bill. One of these provides for 
striking out the provision for a duty 
on tea, and another for striking out 
the increase of the beer tax. The free 
admission of iron ore, imported fromi 
mines owned abroad by citizens of thé 
United States for their use, is also 
provided for. 

Another amendment proposés a duty 
of 10 per cent. on all articles on the 
free list until 1901, and the fourth 
strikes out sections 4,5, 6and7. They 
relate to the internal revenue featu 


of the bill, including beer, tobacco, 
cigars, etc. The effect of the adoption 
of the last amendment would be to 


leave the present internal revenue law 
in effect. 
THE TARIFF TROUBLE. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—The Sen<« 
ate today disposed of the lumber paras 
graph, which has been more stub- 
bornly contested than any feature of 
the bill thus far, by defeating the mo-« 
tion of Senator Vest to place white pine 
on the free list: yeas, 20; nays, 38. The 
contest was mainly significant in 
breaking party lines, which have been 
maintained with few exceptions, during 
the early stages of the dehate. On 
the final vote eight Democrats voted 
against Mr. Vest’s proposition, namely 
Messrs. Bacon and Clay of Georgia, 
McEnery of Louisiana, McLaurin an@ 
Tillman of South Carolina, Martin of 
Virginia, Rawlins of Utah, and White 
of California. On the other hand, Mr. 
Carter of ‘Montana (Rep..) and 
Messrs. Cannon and Mantle (silver Re- 
publicans,) voted for the Vest motion. 


Following this a vote to substitute the 
Wilson lumber schedule was defeated 
by 17 to 27, and the schedule was agreed 


to as reported. The debate preceding 
the vote was at times very breezy, 
owing to the break of political lines. 

A general discussion of the future 
programine or the bill oceurred before 
the Senate adjourned. It led to »@ 
statement by Mr. Allison, in charge of 
the bill, that the committee probably 
would submit amendments to the suger 
schedule. Fer this reason he an- 
nounced that the sugar schedule would 
be passed over tomorrow. and that the 
tubacco schedule would be taken up. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION.

‘We favor a tariff for revenue duty 
with duties so adjusted as to operate 
equally throughout the country and not 
discriminate as to class or section. 
That is the plank in the platform upon 
which I stand,” said Mr. Bacon. 

Mr. Caffery, with some display of 
temper, annagunced that there was not 
an iota of protection in his make-up. 

“I favor a duty on sugar,” said he 
emphatically, “because the duty goes 
into the treasury of the United States. 
You favor protection on articles which 
enables manufacturers of those articles 
to put the equivalent of the duty in 
their own pockets.” 

Mr. Bacon and Mr. Caffery had a 
sharp exchange and seemed about to 
subside. when Senator Hoar again made 
some rather sarcastic teferences to Mr. 
Caffery’s inconsistency, describing him 
as a free-trader who cried always 
“Sugar, sugar, sugar,’ and who, when 


the Wilson Bill was before the Senate, 
was so doubtful of what the bill would 
do for sugar, that he voted “aye on

“If we could 
commit the framing of a tariff bill to 
the free-trade Senators who are con- 
ducting the debate on the other side,”’ 
said he. “after its passage we would 
discover that every industry in the re- 
spective States had been amply pro- 
tected.

The merriment was so great that the 
chair was called upon to suppress it. 
Mr Bacon sought to turn the argument 
against Mr. Hoar by asking his posi- 
tion as to the duty on hides, but the 
Massachusetts Senator, after express- 
ing his ideas on the subject, narrowly 
avoided committing himself by assert- 
ing that in such a bill as the present 
he would yield his individual convic- 
tions if he could not persuade his col- 
leagues that he was right. 

Mr. Jones of Arkansas characterized 
as absurd the claim that this country 
was being flooded by foreign manu- 
factures of lumber in the face of the 
fact that but $7,500,000 worth of lumber 
was imported last year, against $540,- 
000,000 consumed. He spoke of the “in- 
nocent’” lumber barons of the North- 
west, who wanted the people of the 
country to pay for the alleged stump- 
age paid by them, the great risks they 
ran on account of fires, etc., as set forth 
in the petition to the Ways and Means 
Committee. 

Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin protested 
against the arraignment of lumber- 
men as a whole because of the un- 
scrupulous methods of a few, and paid 
a high tribute to the integrity and high 
public spirit of the better class. Mr. 
Spooner called attention to the remark- 
able nature of Mr. Vest’s amendment, 
which proposed to exclude white pine 
from the general duty of $2 on timber. 
Why should the* lumber -interests of 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan 
be dealt this blow? 

Mr. Vest disclaimed any intention of 
discriminating, and said he would be 
willing to withdraw his amendment 
and take the yeas and nays on Mr. 
Allens’ amendment to put all lumber on 
the free list. All he wanted, he said, 
was a test vote on free lumber. Mr. 
Spooner expressed his willingness to 
agree to this, but Mr. Vest declined to 
withdraw his amendment. 

To put white pine on the free list, 
Mr. Spooner said, would give an undue 
advantage to Canada, and would 
amount to the confiscation of property 
of men who had invested their money 
on this side of the border. 

From the standpoint of the Senator 
from Missouri, he said he could see 
some logic in the motion to put all 
money on the free list ,.but none in the 
proposition to single out white pine and 
leave the timber of New England, the 
South and West protected from Ca- 
nadian eompetition by a duty of $2. 

Mr. Gray of Délaware spoke in oppo- 
sition to a tax on lumber. If private 
ownership of land he said, is to he 
defended, it cannot be defended with 
the ideas that the owners have. the 
right to tax the great body of the 
people before they cam enjoy the 
bounties the land possesses. Wpon the 
statement by Mr. Hale that Mr. Gray’s 
remarks resembled those of a free- 
trader, the latter paid he had no ob- 
jection to the word “free’’ or “free- 
dom.”’ 

“Why do you draw the line at the 
free coinage of silver?” asked Mr. Till- 
man, whereupon the Senate and gal- 
leries roared. 

“The protection Senator from South 
Carolina takes up the sword of the 
Senator from Nevada, Mr. Stewart, 
during his absence,”’ replied Mr. Gray. 
“Free silver, like the flowers that bloom 
in the spring, have nothing to do with 
the case.” 

Mr. Rawlins (Dem.) of Utah spoke of 
the unfortunate fact that the Demo- 
crats who were now standing shoulder 
to shoulder in their opposition to this 
Tariff Bill should have been divided in 
the last campaign. 

“If some of them,” said he, “had 
stood with us then, we would not now 
be fighting this bill.” 

“If the Senator and others like him.” 
interrupted Mr. Gray, “had paid more 
attention to free trade and a little less 
to free silver, that would be true.” 

Mr. Vest’s amendment to except 
white pine lumber from the $2 rate was 
lost by 20 to 38. The negative vote in- 
cluded eight Democrats, viz.: Senators 
Bacon and Clay of Georgia, McEnery 
of Louisiana, McLaurin and Tillman of 
South Carolina, Martin of Virginia, 
Rawlins of Utah and White of Cali- 
fornia: Heitfeld (Pop.) of Idaho, who 
has been voting with the Democrats, 
voted no. Mr. Carter (Rep.) of Mon- 
tana voted yea, and Mr. Quay (Rep.)

amendment. Senators Allen of 
braska.

Seators Cannon of Utah and Mantle 
of Montana (Silver Rep.) 

Mr. Allison offered a new paragraph, 
which was agreed to, placing a duty 
on boxes for fruit at 30 per cent. ad 
valorem: when such boxes are ex- 
ported they may be reimported at one-

SIX MEN INJURED AT THE NEW

Dropped from the Third Floor to the 
Basement — Heavy Cables Crash 
Down Upon the Occtpants of the 
Cage—A Chicago Accident,

ing of an elevator in the Mail-street 
side of the postoffice today, six men 
were more or less seriously hurt. Four

NEW YORK, June 7.—While turning 
a sharp corner at the foot of a steep 
hill, twenty riders in a five-mile road 
race near Passaic, N. J., ran into the 
mouth of a big stone quarry, and every 
one of the racers was injured and 
every wheel was wrecked. That none 
of the riders were killed was extraor- 
dinary. 

Sixty cyclists had entered the con- 
test, and by the time the steep hill was 
reached, twenty riders were bunched. 
They did not slow up for the hill, but 
dashed down at full speed. As they 
reached the sharp corner they at- 
tempted to turn into the river road. 
The momentum was too great, how- 
ever, and each man lost control of his 
wheel. As the leaders went down amid 
their wrecked wheels, their followers 
ran into them amid the wildest con- 
fusion. A cry of horror went up from 
the spectators on the hill, and several 
women fainted. Half a hundred men 
were soon at the scene of the accident, 
and the work of extricating the injured 
was begun. Several of the riders were 
dragged out unconscious. 

George Peddy of Lindhurst was 
found twenty feet away, half-dazed, be- 


tween piles of stones and with a 
broken leg. He had been among the 
first to strike the obstruction. The 


stone which the leaders struck weighed 
fully ten tons, and on all sides of it 
lay bleeding and bruised riders. Parts 
of wheels and racing suits were scat- 
tered all around. The men were freed 
from the wreckage and assisited to a 
shed near by, where the spectators 
bound up their wounds. Peddy was 
the only one seriously hurt, but none 
escaped without some injury, and 
many of them had to be taken home 
in carriages. 

The wheelmen blame,the officers of 
the race for not warning them of the 
dangerous turn.

FLOOD LOOSED EARTH 


LANDSLIDES CRASH DOWN UPON 
THE MORGE VALLEY. 


Houses are Overwhelmed and Cattle 
and Property Buried Under the 
Resistiess Mass.

VOIRON BUSINESS MEN RUINED. 


HUNDREDS OF WORKMEN BARELY 
ESCAPE WITH LIVES. 


Family of Six Persons Reported to 

Have Perished—Crops Completely 

Destroyed and Farms Covered 
with Stretches of Mad. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

PARIS, June 7.—({By Atlantic Cable.] 
The latest details from Grenoble, in 
the Department of Iseré, show that the 
desolation wrought by the cloudburst 
which caused the River Morge to over- 
flow its banks is far more extended 
than was at first supposed. The deluge 
of water caused enormous landslides 
from the mountains into the valley, 
overwhelming houses, burying cattle 
and destroying other property. In 
many villages the fleeing inhabitants 
left everything behind them, 

Almost all the riverside factories 
were destroyed, and no fewer than 500 
workshops were wrecked. The town of 
Voiron presents a lamentable appear- 
ance. All the bridges are gone, and 
the streets are filled with masses of 
debris washed out from the factories 
and shops, bales of cloth, rolls of silk 
and similar manufactured products, 
while the roads of the town and the 
district around about are completely 
choked with rocks and fallen trees, 
or gullied with great washouts. Voiron 
is without gas, as the gasworks have 
been destroyed. 

Many of the principal merchants 
are absolutely ruined and thousands of 
workmen are not only without employ- 
ment, but without shelter. So sudden 
was the onrush of waters that hun- 
dreds barely escaped with their lives. 
In tany of the offices and shops the 
occupants were up to their shoulders in 
water before they knew what had hap- 
pened. 

It is reported that a family of six 
perished, but thus far only two bodies 
have been found. Many stories are 
told of heroic rescues. 

Along the whole valley crops are 
completély destroyed, and the farms 
are all more or less damaged. As the 
waters slowly subside they leave behind 
great stretches of mud, in which the 
soldiers, aided by the inhabitants, are 
working ceaselessly at cutting channels 
to allow the waters gathered in hollows 
to return to the river. 

The municipal authorities have de- 
cided to blow up the dam at Castellon 
to facillitate the escape of water, 
which is still three feet deep in many 
houses, especially at Moirans, where 
buildings are constantly collapsing. 


WHITE-METAL HOWLERS 


REPUBLICANS FOR WHOM SOUND 
MONEY IS INSUFFICIENT. 


Congressman Hartman Admits That 
They are an Attachment to the 
Great Unwashed—A Gathering at 
the Windy City. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
CHICAGO, June 7.—The leaders of 
the Silver Republicans are gathering in 
the city for a committee meeting Tues- 
day. Among those already here are: 
Ex-Congressman C. A. Towne of Min- 
nesota, Senator F. T. Dubois of Idaho, 
Senator R. F. Pettigrew of South Da- 
kota, Congressman Charles S. Hart- 
man of Montana, Congressman M. C. 
Jones of Washington and Gov. J. P. 
Lee of South Dakota. 

June 8 was set for a meeting of the 
Silver Republican forces in Chicago on 
February 22 last. At that time the 
four Senators and six Representatives 
of that faith sent out of Washington 
to the chairman of each State Central 
Committee a call for a meeting at this 
time. The object is to reorganize the 
party, and to extend it to every sec~ 
tion of the United States... The com- 
mittee consists of one member from 
each State with ex-Congressman Towne 
as chairman. 

Few Senators or Congressmen are 
members, but most of them of that 
faith will be present to lend inspira- 
tion to the cause. Besides those men- 
tioned above, Senators Teller, Stewart 
and Mantle and Congressmen Shafroth, 
Newlands and Carter are expected to- 
day. The meeting will be called to or- 
der at 1 Oo’clock tomorrow at the Le- 
land Hotel, and a campaign of action 
will be instituted. 

It is expected that speakers and lit- 
erature will be sent out through the 
country, and particularly the East, and 
a continual fight made from new until 
the next Presidential election. In an 
interview Congressman Hartman said: 
“We are here, not to divide the silver 
forces, but to unite them.. We realize 
that silver is strongest among the 
Democrats, and we expect to heartily 
affiliate with them in anything that is 
for the advancement of the _ silver 
cause. However, many Republicans are 
not willing to call themselves Demo- 
crats or Populists, and so we have to 
make a party for them. We are not 
for any individuals or party, but for 
silver. Our meeting here will be har- 
monious, and much good to the cause 
of silver will result from it.”’. 

Ex-Senator Dubois said: “The cause 
of silver is growing stronger every day. 
The money question is the greatest is- 
sue today, and we will keep up the 
fight for silver regardless cf the work 
being done by the monetary commis- 
sion now abroad.” 

Senator Pettigrew said: “I just ar- 
rived from Washington, where I have 
been making a hard fight on the lum- 
| ber schedule in the Dingley Bill. We 
are making good progress now on the 
bill, and I think it will pass before 
June 25. It will then go to the House, 
and a motion to concur will be de- 
feated. A conference committee will 
then be named by each branch, and 
probably by July 8 or 10 a bill will be 
agreed upon. This will be at once 
passed by both houses and an adjourn- 
ment will then take place. The Silver 
Republican Senators will not oppose the 
bill. It is not probable that their votes 
will be needed, but I believe all of 
them will vote for it rather than have 
it defeated. As it is, they probably 
will not vote at all. The Republican 
party is purely responsible for the bill, 
and we are anxious to have Jit pass, in 
order to demonstrate that it is not the 
tariff that is affecting the country.

COLLIDED WITH A FREIGHT. 


FIVE MEN INSTANTLY KILLED AND 
FOUR BADLY INJURED. 


Boarding Car Took Fire and Three 
Bodies Were Burned in the 
Wreck—Engineer Crazed 
Over His Error,

HUDSON (Wis.,) June 7.—Five men 
were instantly killed and four were 
badly injured by a collision on the 
Omaha Railroad near Hudson Junction 
this afternoon. The trains Were run- 
ning at a high rate of speed, and met 
on a sharp curve, affording the crews 
no possible escape. 

A way freight, west-bound, wae run- 
ning at the rate of eighteen miles an 
hour, when, upon nearing a short curve 
on a down grade, it came upon a 
work-train, backing east at a speed of 
thirty-five miles an hour. The collision 
was something terrific. On the rear 
of the work-train was the boarding-car, 
in which were four men belonging to 
the work crew. They were never aware 
of their danger, and were undoubtedly 
instanily killed. The car took fire, and 
three bodies were burned in the wreck. 

Herman Reby, fireman on the work 
train, was instantly killed, but the 
body was recovered. Both engines were 
totally wrecked. 

The wreck was caused by the dis- 
obedience of orders by Engineer James 
Owen of the work-train, and the con- 
ductor, who were given right-of-way to 
the west-bound track. They forgot 
their orders, and took the east-bound 
track, and did not discover their error 
until too late. Owen is nearly crazed, 
and a guard has been placed over him. 
The damage is estimated at $60,000.

A Survey and the Location of Monu- 
ments Arranged For.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.—The 
United States Surveyor-General today 
awarded the contract for surveying the 
boundaries of the Yosemite Valley and 
marking the boundaries with monu- 
ments to @saac N. Chapman.

The bound- 
aries of the valley have been described 
by township lines, but no actual sur- 
vey and marking of them has been 
made. 

The contract calls for the location of 
lines extending a distance of 208 miles, 
and marking each point where the 
course changes with a monument.

CAPT LEONARD SAFE.

Artiat in Pittsburgh. 


[Pittsburgh Dispatch:] Dr. G. Hamil- 
ton Griffin, “B.A., M.vD.,”’ and former 
president of eighteen companies hav- 
ing an alleged capital of $40,000,000, who 
disappeared from New York some time 
ago, is reported to be in Pittsburgh. 
He has been seen by friends, has been 
negotiating with large Pittsburgh 
firms, and is quietly living at a private 
boarding-house on Penn avenue, with 
his beautiful wife and child. 

It is claimed by those who know the 
promoter that he has outdone Mulberry 
Sellers, and during his existence in 
New York was at the head of eighteen 
companies capitalized at enormous 
sums. It is alleged that Griffin disap- 
peared from Wall street recently, leav- 
ing his pathway strewn with debts, 
and was a confessed swindler, forzer 
and criminal. It is claimed that, while 
he had handled deals involving mil- 
lions, he left office boys, stenographers, 
landlady and friends as victims. 

Of Grffin’s opefations in New York 
the Journal says: “In organizing these 
companies his plan was in each case 
to induce, by his show of pretended 
personal wealth, and the free but un- 
warranted use of the names of people 
of standing with whom he had come 
in contact, to induce investors to lend 
their names to the organization of the 
concerns which he had on foot. In this 
way he secured the coéperation of 
many people of unquestionable stand- 
ing and keen business acumen. Out 
of some of the corporations which he 
formed, companies that are perfectly 
sound and solvent have grown owing 
to the fact that those with whom he 
was associated were too zealous of their 
business standing to allow Griffin to 
remain with and wreck the corpora- 
tions.”’ 

The same paper claims that Griffin 
left many victims in various parts of 
the East, and that he disappeared frem 
Gotham after acknowledging ‘‘that he 
had been a criminal, a forger and a 
swindler, but declared that he had since 
that time reformed. They decided to 
give him the chance which he begged 
for and allowed him to escape.”’ 

A New Yorker, who is in Pittsburgh 
for a metropolitan publication house, 
said last night at the Lincoln Hotel 
that he knew Griffin well and that 
about three weeks ago he met him in 
the reception-room of the Carnegie 
Steel Company, where Griffin was wait- 
ing to meet President C. M. Schwab. 
“At that time,’ said the gentleman, 
“T talked with him for a short while, 
and he told me that he intended pur- 
chasing two locomotives for his coal 
mining company through Mr. Schwab 


I warned W. C. Magee of the H. C. 
Frick Coke Company, to be careful of 
any transactions and advised them to 
get cash and not checks for anything 
they purchased for Griffin. 

“I met Griffin afterward, and he told 
me he had secured two 60-ton locomo- 
tives at $7000 apiece, and that as his 
company expected to pay $8000 apiece. 
he would make $2000 on the transac- 
tion. Griffin then told me he was 
boarding on Penn avenue, and he has 
been in the Carnegie offices almost 
daily, 1am told. I saw him this morn- 
ing and he was very much perturbed 
about something. He complained of 
being sick and I advised him to go 
South. 

“Griffin is a heavy man, always wear- 
ing dark blue broadcloth clothes, clean 
polished boots, black silk hat and 
gloves, gold-rimmed spectacles, spotless 
linen and a diamond pin. A _ bouton- 
niere always adorns his lapel, and he 
is highly perfumed. I don’t know what 
he intends doing in Pittsburgh, but 
know of much that he has done in New 
York.’

NEW 


EXTENDING FROM SIOUX CITY TO 
THE PACIFIC COAST. 


Work Will Be Well Under Way Be- 
fore Winter—Last Diviston Witt 
fan Between Salt Lake City and 
Los Angeles. 


[SPECTAT, CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMER] 

SIOUX CITY (lowa,) June 7.—Before 
snow flies, so says Donald McLean, 
financier and railroad promoter, work 
will be under way on a new railway 
between Sioux City and the -Pacific 
Coast. The system will be 952 miles 
long and is divided into five sections, 
each under the management of a separ- 
ate company. Substantially the same 
incorporators appear in each, however, 
and all will be under a single general 
management and capital, as the cone- 


struction of the various. lines will come~ 


froma single source. It was originally 
intended to make San Francisco the 
western terminus of the line, but for 


some unexplained reason a change was 
made in the plan and Los Angeles 
chosen in its place. It is. uncertain 
whether Sioux City or South, Sioux City 
will be the eastern terminus. The two 
are separated only by the Missouri 
River, and in either casé headquarters 
for everything but the shops and yards 
must necessarily be on this side. 

From the Missouri River to, O'Neill, 
Neh., the line will be known as the 
Missouri River and Los Angeles; from 
() Neill to the western Nebraska border, 
as the Sioux City and Western; 
through Wyoming, as the Wyoming 
Western; through Utah as far as Salt 
Lake City, as the Utah Midland: from 
Salt Lake City to Los Angeles, as the 
Salt Lake and California. 

The work of organization has been 
conducted entirely by McLean, an old- 
time railroad venturer in this section. 
His operations have been carried on 
very much in the dark, and, except that 
the line will surely be built and that 
the capital will come from England, 
the public has been able to gafn but 
little information from him. Among 
local business men much doubt is ex- 
pressed whether, after their heavy 
losses in 1893 in western investments, 
eastern or English capitalists would be 
willing so soon to risk their money 
again in this region. Their theory is 
that the story of British capital Is 
merely a blind, and that the Illinois 
Central or the Great Northern road is 
furnishing the sinews of war. 

Whoever be at the bettom of the 
scheme the road ts assured, wniless pres- 
ent indications are very deceptive. The 
right-of-way has been secured for the 
entire route: arrangements have been 
made to use the surveys of abandoned 
lines a part of the distance, and partles 
have already been for some time in the 
field mapping out the balance of the 
route. Within two weeks, 
clares, representatives of the New 
York company having in hand the work 
of construction will be in Sioux City, 
and active operations will be com- 
menced this summer. 

In addition to his English friends—if 
hée has them—McLean is known to have 
interviewed and has probably enlisted 
the coiiperation of capitalists from 
Sioux City, Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco, New York, Kansas City, Salt 
Lake City, St. Louis and South Sioux 
City, Dakota City, Norfolk, Randolph 
and Wymore, Neb.

In addition to 
this a price of $1,800,000 is placed on it 
by the court, with an additional $1,000,- 
000 for the Short Line bridge across the 
Missouri. McLean figures that a new 
bridge can be built for $400,000 and that 
a line parallel with the Short Line will 
cost only $1,200,000.

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SECRETARY GAGE’S PLANS FOR CUR- 
RENCY REVISION. 

According to Washington dispatches, 
the Secretary of the Treasury is en- 
gaged in the preparation of a financial 
measure to be submitted to Congress 
at the next regular session, which 
opens in December. In furtherance of 
this undertaking he has invited sug- 
gestions from leading bankers, mer- 
chants and financial experts through- 
out the country. Secretary Gage’s plan, 
as outlined in a general way, contem- 
plates the gradual retirement of the 
greenbacks and the substitution there- 
for of national bank notes, which it 
is proposed to allow the banks to is- 
sue up to the par limit of their de- 
posit of government bonds or other 
securities as the basis of their circula- 
tion; the tax on national bank cir- 
culation to be reduced from 1 per cent. 
to one-fourth of 1 per cent.; and the 
issue of bank notes and all other 
forms of paper money to be restricted 
to denominations of not less than $10. 
A provision authorizing branch banks 
in communities where the business is 
not sufficient to warrant the mainte- 
nance of a national bank is suggested; 
also that State and municipal b&nds 
may be used as a basis for bank cir- 
culation up to, but not exceeding, 50 
per cent. of such circulation. 

The outlook for the enactment of 
financial legislation of any kind by 
the present Congress, it must be con- 
fessed, is not auspicious. While a 
measure of the general character pro- 
posed by Secretary Gage would prob- 
ably pass the House without serious 
opposition, it would stir up a regular 
hornets’ nest in the Senate. The prop- 
osition to retire the greenbacks would 
invoke a deluge of eloquence from 
Messrs. Stewart, Jones Teller and 
other Senators of the silverite faith. 
There is no real question as to the 
need of legislation to mitigate the 
evile of the present currency system. 
The existing status of the legal- 
tenders, or greenbacks, is especially 
unsatisfactory. The “endless chain” 
combination, by which these paper 
representatives of money may be used 
over and over to deplete the treasury’s 
stock of gold, is fraught with infinite 
possibilities of mischief. But honest 
men honestly differ as to the best and 
wisest solution of the problem. The 
proposition to replace the greenbacks 
with national-bank notes is sure to 
meet with the most stubborn opposi- 
tion, and it is doubtful if such a plan 
could in any contingency

The establishment of branch banks 
in isolated communities would be an 
undoubted benefit to such communi- 
ties, giving them the advantages of 
safe and substantial banking facilities, 
where now they are in many cases 
forced to take chances upon the scund- 
ness of local banking enterprises of 
small resources and precarious sta- 
bility. 

There is apparently no valid reason 
why national banks should not be per- 
| mitted to deposit State and municipal 
_ bonds of approved character as a basis 
of their circulation up to 50 per cent. 
thereof. Such a use of State and mu- 
nicipal bonds would unquestionably 
strengthen the market for such securi- 
ties, and would aid every solvent city 
in the country in obtaining better 
prices for its bonds in the open mar- 
ket. 

There will be ample time between 
now and the assembling of the next 
regular session of Congress for Secre- 
| tary Gage to perfect his plans for cur- 
_rency rehabilitation. If he can suc- 
cessfully steer between the Scylla and 
_ the Charybdis of extremist views on 
| either side, in the formulation of a 

measure which can pass both houses, 
he will have achieved a notable tri- 
umph in financial statesmanship. The 
pressing necessity for currency re- 
vision is conceded on all ‘sides. On 
the question of ways and means the 
divergence of opinion is radical. If 
Secretary Gage can harmonize these 
divergent views, he will win at once 
the title of statesman and financier. 


ABOLISH SAN QUENTIN PRISON. 

The recent revolt and demoralization 
at San Quentin once more emphasizes 
| the fact that the prison at that place 
ought to be abolished. It is too near 
| San Frantisco, in addition to being 
under the contro! of a warden who is 
altogether too soft-hearted to deal with 
the thugs who strike if they do not 
get the daily papers every morning and 
their regular supply of dope. 

Folsom is the proper place for a 
prison, and, better than all else, it is 
under the domination of a man who is 
a master—and that is what convicts 
need and is what they have earned by 
their deeds of crime. We hear of no 
grumbling about rations at Folsom, 
and we read no long-winded “state- 
ments” from, nor sensational inter- 
views with, the men therein cribbed, 
cabined and confined. When a man 
is sent to Folsom he loses his individ- 
uality, other tham that expressed by a 
number, and reporters of the new 
journalism stripe are permitted to get 
no “stories” from the miscreants who 
| break rock and delve in the quarries 
under the watchful eye of Warden 
Aull, 

Men who have been convicted under 
the law are entitled to no privileges. 
The penalty of sentence at hard labor 
should be carried out to the letter, 
and those under the ban should expect 
nothing but the plainest of fare and 
the hardest kind of hard work. If 
that were always the case we would 
not see men deliberately committing 
grand larceny in order to be resen- 
tenced, and instead of our prisons be- 
ing looked upon as first-class free 
boarding-houses, they would appear 
places to be fought shy of. — 

There is altogether too much visit- 
| ing at San Quentin, too much leniency, 
too much publicity and too much weak- 
ness of discipline on the part of the 
authorities. Its close proximity to the 
‘metropolis is another factor that 
militates against the efficiency of San 
Quentin as a place for a penitentiary, 
(as has already been said, and the 
sooner the whole thing is wiped out: 
and the pampered wards of Mr. Hale 
sent to Folsom, the better it will be for 
the State. 

San Quentin has had its day, and, 
again we say, the prison there ought 
/to be abolished, and that with the 
least possible delay.

LOS ANGELES THEATER. The city 
has been deluged with written and 
spoken tales of the Corbett-Fitzsim- 
mons battle for the world’s champion- 
ship: there have been photographs, 
sketches and descriptions innumerable; 
Corbett’s trainers gave, at a recent 
boxing carnival at Hazard’s Pavilion, 
an imitation of the final round. Last 
night at the Los Angeles Theater there 
was an exact and truthful reproduction 
of the principal features of the great 
match with the accuracy and fidelity 
to life of the magniscope, Edison’s won- 
derful invention which flashes stereop- 
ticon pictures upon a screen ‘in such 
rapid succession that the effect is as 
of moving reality. 

The first, sixth, tenth and fourteenth 
rounds of the great Carson fight were 
thrown upon the canvas. The move- 
ments of the pugilists were reproduced 
at a slower speed than that of reality. 
The effect was to enable spectators to 
follow and analyze the blows and 
passes, as it would bee impossible for 
the eves of any but an expert when 
watching an actual fight. The pic- 
tures were at times rather blurred, 
especially in the last round, where Cor- 
bett receives the decisive blow, is de- 
clared knocked out, and, rising to his 
feet. fights with his seconds and tries 
to get at his victor again, but the 
general effect Is extremely realistic.

SHUT UP THE SPINSTER. 


NEW PARTICULARS CONCERNING 
THE TIRASPOL HORRORS. 


— 


Vera Makaveyeva, Otherwise Sister 
Vitalia, Responsible for Mach of 
the Fanatici Persuaded Sim- 
ple Russians Against the Census- 
taker—The Kovaloffs. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, June 7.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Daily News recently sent 4 
special correspondent to investigate the 
circumstances of the dreadful immur- 
ing tragedy near Tiraspol, Southern 
Russia, where the police recently dis- 
covered the bodies of several persons, 
members of the fanatical sect known as 
the Raskol Niki, who had been walled 
up alive by Feodor Kovaloff that they 
might secure salvation by. self-immola- 
tion. In his first letter, which is pub- 
lished today, the correspondent says: 

“The Emperor Nicholas is taking a 
strong personal interest in this extra- 
ordinary affair. I have not as yet vis- 
ited the actual scene at Ternofka, but 
here (Tiraspol) I learn that Kovaloff, 
the executioner in this tragedy, is quite 
convinced of the sanctity of his act, 
and awaits his fate with the utmost 
indifference. It is probable, however, 
that he will not be tried, but will be 
confined in a monastery as a madman, 
though there is no evidence of insanity.

In jail they refused to eat, and 
they were not liberated until they were 
almost dead. 

“It appears that the wife of Kovaloff 
was persuaded that the census was in- 
tended to cémpel them all to embrace 
the orthodox faith, and she determined 
to sacrifice herself and her children. 
Kovaloff, who was really among the 
least fanatical of the sect, horrified by 
his wife’s avowal, sought the advice of 
Sister Vitalia. The latter commended 
the mother’s sacrificial resolution with 
such eloquence that Kovaloff consented 


to wall up his family and §

UNIQUE COLONY OF STREET ARABS 
FOR NEW YORK STATE, 


The Boys Will Be Settled on a One- 

hundred-and-forty-acre Planta- 
tien and Will Be Taught Govern. 
ment and Farming.

GARDINER (N. Y.,) June 7.—The 
Industrial Colony Association of New 
York City has begun a unique colony 
on a 140-acre farm. Fred Walton, 12 
years old, has been elected supervisor. 
By July it is expected that enough 
street Arabs will have arrived from 
New York to fill up all the available 
space. 

The scheme is to teach the boys the 
art of government, and the business of 
farming. An entire county government 
is to be established, with a sheriff, 
judge, supervisors, constables and a 
jail.

A STRONGHOLD FALLEN. 


BRAZILIAN TROOPS TAKE CANUDOS 
AFTER HARD FIGHTING, 


The Fanatic Rebels Driven from 
Their Strong Entrenchments 
and Almost Annihilated—Three 
Hundred of the Federal Forces 
Fall. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, June 8.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Rie de Janeiro says 
that Canudos, the stronghold of the 
fanatics under Antonio Concelheiro, 
has fallen, the Federal troops having 
captured it after a desperate engage- 
ment with more than six thousand of 
the rebels. The fanatics were strongly 
entrenched. 

At the beginning of the battle they 
gained some advantage, and the first 
hurried reports to the government pre- 
saged defeat. The Brazilian artillery, 
however, turned the tide, and in the 
end the fanatics fled precipitately from 
their cover. They were pursued with 
great vigor and were almost annihi- 
lated. | 

The victory of the Federal troops was 
not gained without serious loss, more 
than three hundred Brazilians being 
killed and mary wounded. Among those 
who were killed was Col. Telles. 


Heavy Floods in Switserland. 


BERNE, June 7.—Heavy floods are 
reported from various parts of Switzer- 
land, which caused considerable dam- 
age to crops. A railroad near Brienz 
was covered by débris, brought there 
by the river, which also caused disas- 


trous floods in 1896. 


THE’ INDIAN SCARE. 


Military Authorities Busy Rounding 
Up Stray Bucks.’ 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) , 

DENVER (Colo.,) June 7.—A special 
to the News from Miles City, Mont., 
says: “There is very little change in 
the Indian situation today. No new 
developments are looked for before 
Wednesday evening. Sheriff Gibb and 
his party are well on their way for the 
reservation and will arrive there late 
Tuesday night or Wednesday morning. 
He expects to arrest White Bull, a dis- 
tinguished chief of one of. the bands 
of Cheyennes. This is where the dan- 
ger lies in attempting to make his ar- 
rest. Chief White Bull has a large 
band of followers who are willing to 
obey his command, so if he does not 
feel inclined to give himself up there 
will be trouble. No reply has as yet 
been received to the County Attorney’s 
message to Senator Carter. 

“The military authorities have been 
kept busy for the last few days round- 
ing up stray bucks who are off the 
reservation. They found a band of 
about thirty Indians near Praton 
ranch on the Rosebud Creek about 
thirty miles away from the reservation 
and it is supposed that there are two 
Crows and ten Sioux in this band and 
that Yellow Hair was also there. Other 
bands are still off the reservation. The 
country is rough and large and the In- 
dians can travel faster than the sol- 
diers. 

“In the last few years a number of 
white men have been killed by the In-« 
dians. Many times they have been ar- 
rested, but not a single Indian has paid 
the penalty of hanging or imprison- 
ment, owing to the prosecuting attor- 
ney not being able to get evidence to 
convict.” 


HIS LIFE A SUCCESS. 


SKETCH OF M. ERSKINE MILLER, 
WHO DIED AT REDLANDS. 


One of the Foremost Men of Vir- 
ginia and of National Reputation 
Among Coal Dealers — Came to 
_ California in the Last Stages of 
Consumption,

STAUNTON (Va.,) June 7.—[{Special 
Disvatch.] M. Erskine Miller of 
Staunton, aged 53 years, one of the 
foremost business men of Virginia, died 
last night near Redlands, Cal., whither 
with his wife, he went four weeks ago 
for the benefit of his health. Mr. Mil- 
ler had a national reputation among 
coal operators, and was a man of 
great wealth, all amassed by his zeal 
and energy. He left Hood’s Texas bri- 
gade after Appomattox a poor young 
Confederate, and came to Virginia from 
Alabama shortly thereafter. Begin- 
ning as a retail coal dealer, he rapidly 
pushed his interests, until at the time 
of his death he was the owner and 
operator of several of the most produc- 
tive of West Virginia mines. He leaves 
no children, but is survived by a 
widow. 

In the seventies Mr. Miller and John 
Russell started, as a private bank, the 
Bank of Huntington, W. Va, subse- 


‘quently made the National Bank of 


Huntington, and sustained a heavy loss 
when a daring and successful swoop 
was made on his bank by a band of 
thieves and every dollar taken. Mr. 
Miller provided himself at once with a 
fat bank roll, reach Huntington the 
next day, replenished the bank's cof- 
fers, and chased the thieves through 
Eastern Kentucky and finally, with his 
party, ran them to cover and captured 
them in the Great Smoky Mountains 
of Tennessee.

developed consumption, and later, by 
the advicé of Dr. Bradly of New York, 
an expert of pulmonary troubles, he 
sought the climate of Southern Cali- 
fornia. He carried $100,000 life insur- 
ance. Voting the Democratic ticket 
heretofore, Mr. Miller, in the late Presi- 
dential election of 1896, supported Maj.

A SCHEME OF FINANCE. 


SECRHPTARY GAGE OF THE TREAS- 
URY PREPARING A MEASURE, 


He Will Suggest to Congress the 
Retirement of Greenbacks and 
the Substitution Therefor of Na- 
tional Bank Notes—Already Test- 
ing His Plan. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 

NEW YORK, June 7.—A dispatch: 
from Washington says that Secretary 
Gage is preparing a financial measure 
to be submitted to Congress next win- 
ter. In pursuance of this plan, he has 
sent out a letter to two hundred lead- 
ing -bankers and merchants inviting 
suggestion for placing the currency 
upon a sound basis. 

In outline, the scheme will cause the 
gradual retirement of the greenbacks 
and the substitution of national bank 
notes therefor, allowing national banks 
to issue to the ful limit, instead of‘ 90 
per cent. as now; reducing the tax on 
national bank circulation from 2 per 
cent. to one-fourth of 1 per cent., and 
limiting the denominations of bank 
notes and all other paper money to $10, 
and substituting silver for all below 
$10. There will be probably a provision 
for branch banks, and there is a sug- 
gestion that State and municipal bonds 
may be used as a basis for not to ex- 
ceed 50 per cent. of the note circulation. 

Secretary Gage has, in fact, already 
commenced to carry out his scheme for 
retiring greenbacks as far as possible 
under the present law; by locking up 
in the treasury greenbacks and treas- 
ury notes. These classes of notes have 
greatly increased since March 4, and on 
June 1 there was held in the treasury 
of both classes about $60,000,000.

THE DEATH OF RUIZ. 
Alleged Report of Gen. Lee and Its 


Findings. 
[BY ASSOCIA LED PRESS WIRBP.] 


NEW YORK, June 8—The Journal 


this morning publishes the full text 
of Consul-General Lee’s report on the 
Ruiz case to Secretary Sherman. It is 
dated Havana, May 31, and says in 
part: 


“I deduce from my knowledge of the * 


facts the following conclusions: 


“First~Dr. Ruiz was arrested on al 


false charge. 

“Second—He was placed under an im- 
prover jurisdiction and died before the 
proper tribunal considered his case 
thereby giving him no opportunity to 
prove his innocence. 

‘“Third—He was kept incommunicado 
in a solitary cell for 351 hours, in viola- 
tion of his treaty rights, which limit 
such confinement to seventy-two hours. 

“Fourth—He died from congestion of 
the brain, produced by a blow on the 
top of the head. Pian 

“Fifth—There are two theories con- 
nected with the wound on the head. 
One is that, in a state of mental ex- 
citement, he ran across the cell, de- 
scribed by one of the jailers, and 
butted his head on the door in .a 
frantic effort to get out. Another, that 
he was struck over the head with one 
of the clubs carried by the jailers, ty 
the immediate watchman, who thad 


probably ordered him to cease his cries 


for relief and for his children, and 
upon his not doing so, struck him with 
more force than he intended; or it is 


possible the blow was delivered to make | 


him confess or give evidence against 
others. 

“It is possible he went mad, and 
many causes combined to produce such 
a result—his knowledge of his own 
innocence: his confinement in a gloomy 
cell, where he was not allowed to com- 
municate with his family or friends, or 
to send or write. Alone, all alpne, the 
thought doubtless impressed itself upon 
his mind that he was liable in the reign 
of terror then existing in and around 
Gudnabacoa, to be summarily executed 
atany moment. He loved his wife and 
children, and in the darkness and lone- 
liness of his cell he was constantly cry- 
ine out for them. 

“The thought that they were but a 
few rods away and yet he might never 
see them again or hear the sound of 
their voices, or feel the touch of their 
lips and hands maddened him, and 
nroved too much for the mind of the 
distracted and unhappy man. I 
thought it not improbable that, as the 
long hours passed by, it may have 
given way and left him a madman. His 
wife says his derby hat was all bat- 
tered up and his clothes greatly torn 
when he returned to her. 

“But whether, when bereft of reason, 
he inflicted the blows which produced 


brain congestion or whether he died at ~ 


the hands of others, the truth will prob- 
ably only be known when the hearts of 
all are revealed. The facts remain 
that his unjust confinement killed him, 
and had he been released from incom- 
municado by the hand of man at the 
end of seventy-two hours, the hand of 
death might not have released him at 
the end of 351 hours, and today the 
widow would have had the support of 
her husband and the moans of his 
fatherless children would never have 
been heard in the land. 

“I therefore conclude, saying as I 
have done in all previous reports about 
this case, that whether Dr. Ruiz killed 
himself or was killed by someone else, 
will, under existing conditions, always 
remain unknown.” 


SPANIARDS ATTACK AMERICANS, 


Fight at Vera Cruz in Which Mexte 
cans Assisted. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


NEW YORK, June 7.—A Herald dis+ 
patch from the City of Mexico says thag 
a conflict has occurred at Vera Cruz be- 
tween twenty marines of the Spanish 
gunboat Neuva BPspafi and Joseph 
Lang and Charles Holbrook of Texas, 
and about a_ score of Mexicans who 
sympathized with the Americans. The 
Texas men used their knives and the 
marines their bayonets. The Mexicans 
were not all armed, but they rendered 
effective assistance to the Americans. 

The trouble was ended only by the 
appearance of a large force of police 


and a company of 100 soldiers, ordered - 


out by the authorities. 

The fight was caused by the marines, 
who shouted ‘““Viva Cuba Espafiola” in 
the’ streets. This was answered by 
“Cuba libre” from the Americans. They 
were immediately attacked by the 
Spaniards, and would unquestionably 
have been killed had it not been for the 
assistance of the citizens of Vera Cruz, 
who, seeing their peril and noting the 
fact that they weré so overwhelmingly 
outnumbered, hastened to their assist- 
ance. The police arrested the whole 
party, but the consuls of both nations 
interfered in their countrymen’s behalf 
and all were released. 


AN EDITOR KILLED.

THE HEKLA COLLISION.

COFFEE IMPORTATIONS. 


A Harbor and Direct Trade with 
Mexico Wanted. 

Speaking of coffee importations into 
California, Messrs. Newmark Bros, gave 
some figures yesterday which are of 
more than ordinary interest from the 
fact that one of the amendments to the 
new Tariff Bill now under Ciscussion in 
the Senate is a tax of 2 cents a pound 
on coffee. 

“Our Total importations of green cof- 
fee into California,” said Mr. Newmark, 
“are about one hundred and thirty-five 
thousand bags a year. A bag runs 
from 135 to 160 pounds in weight. Tak- 
ing the average at 150 pounds a bag, the 
quantity of green coffee landed at San 
Francisco, for it is all sent to that port, 
is, therefore,,about twenty million two 
hundred and fifty thousand pounds a 


ear. 
r “In addition to that there comes from 
the Eastern States, in the manufac- 
tured form, the equivalent of 65,000 bags 
a year, or, say, 9,700,000 pounds. Ad- 
ding those two quantities together you 
have a little over thirty million pounds 
of coffee annually required by the peo- 
ple of the Pacific Coast. The total 
quantity of coffee imported into the 
United States during the year ended 
June 30, 1896, was 4,147,226 bags, equal 
to about six hundred and twenty-two 
million pounds. Taking the population 
of the entire country at 70,000,000, you 
will see that the average yearly con- 
sumption of coffiee on the Pacific Coast 
is geater than it is east of the Rocky 
ountains. Some of our eastern ground 
coffee manufacturers are very heavy 
importers. Arbuckle Bros. are among 
the heaviest, their coffee importations 
running up sometimes as high as 50,000 
bags a week. The Arbuckles are now 
the heaviest buyers of Mexican coffee, 
which, excepting the higher grades of 
Aden Mocha and Java, is as fine a cof- 
fee as is grown in any part of the 
world and vastly superior to much of 
the Brazilian and Central American 
coffees we import. If Mexican coffee 
were it would be highly 
appreciated an etter lj | 
of the used.” med than-much 
“If that is the case,” as "a 
at is, import more of it % 
ifornia?" direct to Ca!- 
“ ecayuse,”’ e replied, 
it.

If the city shold secure 
such a water system as was expected, 
there would be seventy or eighty pounds 
pressure in the greater part of the res- 
idence district of the city, which would 
throw water over any ordinary house. 
In such an event some of the present 
apparatus could be moved nearer the 
business portion of the city and only 

companies maintained elsewhere. 

Councilman Toll declared that the 
outlying districts would not rest under 
any such promises of future action, and 
would demand such protection as they 
were entitled to without delay.

CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT.

“At the request of some of the mem- 
bers of your honorable body, I here- 
with present special specifications for 
the paving of Seventh street between 
Main street and Figueroa street: these 
specifications provide for asphalt con- 
crete instead of cement concrete foun- 
dation, as called for in the proceedings 
already commenced: I also herewith 
present new ordinance of intention for 
the paving of the above-named street 
in accordance with said especial specifi- 
cations, viz.: Seventh street from Main 
Street to Figueroa street. 

“I herewith present an ordinance fix- 
ing and establishing the curb lines on 
Pico street between the west patent 
boundary and the present west boun- 
dary line of the city. 

“The proper contract and bond bhe- 
ing on file in this office, I herewith 
present an ordinance granting permis- 
sion to property-owners on Flower 
Street to construct a sewer on aaid 
street from the end of the present sewer 
on said street south of Jefferson street, 
to a point 125 feet south of the south 
line of Thirty-sixth street. 

“I herewith present final ordinance 
establishing the grade of the alley be- 
tween Belmont and Lakeshore avenues 
from Temple street to Palo Alto street. 

“Also, final ordinance establishing the 
grade of the alley between Temple and 
Palo Alto streets, extending east from 
Belmont avenue. 

“IT herewith present ordinance of in- 
tention to establish the grade of 
Twenty-second street between Union 
avenue and Hoover street.” ; 


Afternoon Session, 


The special order of business was the 
hearing of the protest of V. Dol et al. 
against the opening of an alley from 
Sixth to Seventh streets between 
Spring street and Broadway. The 
Board of Public Works had _recom- 
mended that the protest be denied. 

In order to oblige the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Fourth of July celebra- 
tion, which was in the lobby, the fol- 
lowing report of the Finance Commit- 
tee was called up and adopted: 

“Your Finance Committee, to whom 
was referred the application of the 
Fourth of July Celebration Committee 
requesting an appropriation of $2500 for 
the purpose of making a fitting cele- 
bration on the coming Fourth of July, 
beg leave to repore that owing to the 
present condition of the city finances, 
we cannot consistently recommend the 
appropriation of a larger sum for this 
purpose at this time than $1000. We 
would therefore recommend that an ap- 
propriation of. $2000 be made to the 
Fourth of July Celebration Committee 
for the purpose of assisting in the 
coming celebration.” 

This money will probably not be 
available until after July 1. 

A representative of the protesting 
property-owners appeared and stated 
that, if the width of the alley from 
‘Sixth to Seventh street were made 
sixteen feet from end to end, instead 
of twel¥e feet wide at Sixth street and 
twenty feet at Seventh street, there 
would be no further opposition. F. G. 
Finlayson represented the case of the 
original petitioners and gave reasons 
why no change should be made in the 
proceedings and no further postpone- 
ment be granted. The matter had al- 
ready been dragging for twelve months 
since the petition was presented. A 
number of property-owners were heard 
in the matter and it was laid over 
finally for one week. 

The City Tax and License Collector 
reported, according to. instructions, as 
to taxes for 1896-7 now delinquent 
amounting to more than $300 on single 
pieces of property, and on motion of 
Councilman Toll the certified list was 


referred to the City Attorney to pro- 
ceed to the collection of taxes in the 
courts. These properties on which 
taxes are due and still unpaid are as 
follows: The Arcadia and Baker blocks, 
belonging to Arcadia B. de Baker, as- 
sessed respectively at $56,000 and $80,000, 
total taxes at $1040; the Lanfranco 
Block, belonging to 1.

24,350, taxes $322.66; Charles Silent, 8.75

DAVIS HELD TO ANSWER. 


EXAMINED BEFORE JUSTICE YOUNG 
ON A FORGERY CHARGE, 


-——-- 


He is Alleged to Have Said That He 
Was Acting as Ware’s Agent in 
the Transaction and That Ware 
Got the Money. 


A. E. Davis, the accomplice of W. 
M. Ware in defrauding the Columbia 
Savings Bank of $1000, was examined 
yesterday afternoon before Justice 
Young on a charge of forgery, and 
was held to answer in the Superior 
Court with the bond fixed at $2500. 

Nothing new developed in the exam- 
ination except the fact that Davis, 
while in the City Jail, had confessed 
to the bank officials that he was merely 
acting as Ware’s agent in the matter, 
and that he had received $250 as com- 
mission, Ware carrying off the lion’s 
share of $750 out of the $1000 which 
the pair succeeded in extracting from 
the bank. 

Ware, who thus appears as the prin- 
cipal in this transaction, is at present 
reposing in the City Jail after his ex- 
citing experience at Long Beach as a 
fake suicide. The two mene are 
charged with complicity in the crime of 
forging the name of L. H. Green to 
a deed purporting to convey to Davis 
lot-1 in the Daly tract. This lot was 
worth $2500, and was the property of 
Mr. Green, who is now living in Cin- 
cinnati, O. The deed and indenture 
shown by Davis declared that Mr. 
Green was a resident of Los Angeles. 
The deed was sworn to before P. E. 
King, a notary, and was witnessed 
by R. B. Williams and M. P. Brown. 
It is charged that this fraudulent trans- 
fer of the property from Green to Davis 
was made for the sole purpose of ne- 
gotiating a loan at the Columbia Sav- 
ings Bank. So far, the:fraud suc- 
ceeded. The bank officials were satis- 
fied that the deed was valid, and made 
no difficulty in handing over to Davis 
$1009 in gold coin. Some irregularity 
afterward aroused their suspicions, and 
an investigation proved the fraudulent 
nature of the deed, and ended in the 
arrest of both Ware and Davis. 


HIS FATE WITH THE JURY. 


The Closing Argument Made in the 
Hastings Murder Case. 
Dist.-Atty. J. A. Donnell made the 
closing argument in the Hastings case 
vesterday morning before Judge B. N. 
Smith and a jury in Department One 
of the Superior Court, and arrayed 
the facts about the death of Lillian 


Hattery in the abortionist’s den in 


orderly sequence in support of the 
State’s contention that the girl was 
murdered by Hastings. The District 
Attorney’s argument was forcible, and 
his address to the jury was generally 
conceded to be one of the ablest efforts 
in that line that has been heard in 
court for some time in this county. The 
case was given to the jury at 1 p.m., 
but at the time of going to press no 
agreement had been reported from the 
jurvroom. 


GIBBONS HELD THE LICENSE, 


Culp Owned the Saloon and Con- 
ducted the Business, 


The case of R.A. Levy vs. P. F. 
Gibbons was tried before Judge York in 
Department Three yesterday and sub- 
mitted to the court. The suit was 
brought to recover $139 for liquor de- 
livered to the Stock Exchange saloon 
on Macy street near the Cudahy Pack- 
ing Company’s buildings. 

Gibbons admitted that the license of 
the saloon was issued in his name; but 
said that he was not liable for the bill, 
as the business was owned and con- 
ducted by C. A. Culp. Culp’s testimony 
was to the same effect. After the trial 
Gibbons was asked if he procured the 
license because of the judgments out- 
standing against Culp, and he said that 
Was not the reason. He said the reason 
he did get the license was because he 
had more influence than Culp, who 
might not have been able to procure 
one. The testimony placed Culp in the 


position of running a saloon without a 
license. 


MRS. MAJORS’S STORY. 


She Says Her Husband Wanted to 
Send Her to “Dr.’’ Hastings. 


“Dr” Calvin 8S. Hastings’s name fig- 
ured conspicuously in a divorce suit 
filed yesterday by Mrs. Mary Louise 
Majors against her husband, Harry A. 
Majors. Majors is a young plumber, 
and married Mrs. Majors in the fall of 
1894. According to the story told by 
Mrs. Majors and the allegations of the 
complaint filed yesterday, she has been 
cruelly treated. 

The woman alleges that about a year 
after her marriage with Majors, while 
she was living with him ata boarding- 
house on South Hill street called the 
Hafen, he endeavored to persuade her 
to do something to rid herself of the 
child she was then pregnant with.

FIRE ON MARENGO AVENUE CALLS 
OUT THE DEPARTMENT. 


The Flames Extinguished Without 
Serious Damage—Routine Buat- 
ness Transacted by the Council. 
Many Dog Licenses Issued. 


PASADENA, June 7.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] An alarm of fire was 
turned in about 9 o’clock this evening 
from the corner of Colorado street 
and Marengo avenue. The department 
turned out very promptly. A big crowd 
of men and boys quickly gathered and 
pursued the engine. The fire proved to 
be in a two-story frame cottage on 
North .Marengo, above Walnut street, 
the property of W. H. Hill. Smoke 
Was pouring from the roof and flames 
could be seen through the second-story 
windows. The front door was forced 
open by the firemen and a stream of 
water was thrown upon the flames, 
which were soon extinguished. The full 
extent of the damage is not yet defi- 
nitely known, but it will probably not 
exceed $200. It is covered by insur- 
ance. 

Some uncertainty exists as to the 


‘origin of the fire. The cottage has 


been vacant for a month or more, but 
Mr. Hill has recently had an opportu- 
nity to rent it again and a woman was 
employed today in cleaning the house, 
in readiness for the expected tenants. 
There was no fire in the house during 
the day, however, and so far as known 
no one had been in it except the wo- 
man who was engaged in cleaning. The 
Suggestion has been made that the fire 
may have been caused by some tramp 
who had broken into_the house.

CHINO. 

The Heaviest Yield of Beets Ever 
Known—Sugar Prospects. 

CHINO, June 7.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The bé@et season is now so 
far advanced that it can be said defi- 
nitely that Chino will this year have 
not only the greatest acreage of beets 
in its history, but that the yield per 
acre will exceed that of any former 
year. Reports from Anaheim and Hue- 
neme are to about the same effect, and 
it is now roughily estimated that the 
Chino factory will this year handle in 
the neighborhood of 120,000 to 130,000 
tons of beets, from which there will 


be extracted something like 17,000 tons 
of refined 

If the price of beets average $3.50 
ten this will give the 
about $450,000, while the factory will 
also pay about $125,000 for crude petro- 
leum for fuel and a large sum for 


wages and other expenses. Thus 
it is evident that the com- 
pany will distribute over half a 
million dollars within the next 


six months. It will not be a losing in- 
vestment for the company, however, as 
without considering the bounty ques- 
tion, the output of sugar from the fac- 
tory, at 4 cents per pound, will be 
worth about $1,360,000. 

The immense stretches of beet fields 
now present a striking appearance. For 
miles the sea of beets is spread before 
the eye. They are growing with won- 
derful rapidity, and the farmers all 
wear happy looks in contemplation of 
the coming harvest.

At the meeting of the Historical So- 
ti ciety last night Dr. Stephen Bowers de- 
' | jivered an address on the “Santa Bar- 
bara Indians.” 

According to Dr. Bowers this par- 
ticular brand of aborigines formed a 
very numerous family. Between Santa 
Barbara and Point Concepcion there 
are the remains of one hundred towns. 
Cabrillo, in 1542, found a dense popula- 
iien on the Santa Barbara islands and 
on the main land. Dr. Bowers ‘went

collection. 

On Santa Rosas Dr. Bowers collected 
a ton of relics for the government, con- 
sisting of arrowheads, various kinds 
of implements and discs.

The bodies 
buried in the earliest times had been 
reduced to dust. The oldest must have 
been buried four thousand years. These 
Indians worshipped the sun, the raven 
and the swordfiesh: the sun because of 
its giving light and heat; the swordfish 
because it killed the whale, which, 
drifting ashore, gave them food. Their 
reason for worshiping the raven is not 
clear. 

The Indians had aé_e confederation, 
with a place of meeting near Point 
Concepcion. The capital town of the 
confederation was known as Magu. 
The aggregate number of Indians on 
the islands of Santa Cruz and Santa 
Rosa could not have been less than 
seven thousand in 1804. Yet in 1826 the 
mission archives state that there were 
no Indians on these islands. Their re- 
markable disappearance is not ac- 
counted for in any record.
